STORM OF THE 

CENTURY 



NATIONAL 
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On Saturday, March 13, 1993, the 
storm which many historians and me- 
teorologists dubbed “The Storm of the 
Century" bore down on America’s 
Atlantic Seaboard, killing hundreds, 
injuring thousands, and leaving a path 
of destruction from Maine to Florida. 
This massive “hurricane with snow” 
spanned 600 miles across, packing 
gusts up to 144 mph and dumped 
record amounts of snowfall. In New 
York, 15 Long Island homes were 
swept into the raging Atlantic Ocean. 
70,000 people were evacuated from 
coastal Massachusetts due to flooding. 
New Jersey recorded record lows of 
-20 degrees. North Carolina suffered 
major beach erosion along the outer 
banks. The Smithsonian Institute in 



Washington D.C. was closed due to 
the inclement weather, for only the 
second time in its history. Birming- 
ham, Alabama received 13 inches of 
snow in one night (more than it ever 
receives in a whole season) and was 
caught without any snow removal 
equipment. The hardest hit state was 
Florida (which was still reeling from 
Hurricane Andrew’s wrath of chaos), 
where 20 tornadoes ripped through the 
state and ice storms endangered the 
fruit crops. Overall, the storm 
spawned power outages to 3 million 
people, stranded hundreds in the fro- 
zen wilderness and thousands in the 
airports, and warranted President 
Clinton to declare areas in 17 states as 
Federal Disaster Areas.

ANGER’S ENGULFING FLAME: L.A. RIOTS 



In May of 1992, the United States 
exploded with anger, outrage, and de- 
pression over the verdict in the civil 
case of Rodney King. Thejuryinthe 
trial found the four white policemen 
"not guilty" of assault and battery 
above and beyond what was required 
to subdue King- who happened to be a 
black man. As the verdict echoed from 
coast-to-coast, Americans joined to- 
gether in protest. Violence erupted in 
cities angered by racial injustice. 

Suddenly, Los Angeles exploded 
into flame, as angered residents took to 
the streets on their own rampage of 
"justice." Soon the South Central dis- 
trict (where the beating took place) lay 

& in flame, as businesses were 
looted, murders committed, and a state 
of general chaos emerged. 

During this time, other areas of the 
LA metropolitan area shut down. 
Hundreds of 'thousands of citizens 
were sent home from schools, offices 
and public facilities. On orders from 
City Hall, all professional sporting 
events were suspended- like the NBA 
play-offs between the Clippers and the 
Lakers and all baseball games at 
Dodger Stadium. Arsenio Hall, from 
his late night talk show, addressed the 
rioters to stop the madness. Rodney 
King himself took to the air- 



ways, condemning the violence. 

In the end, the nation’s second 
largest (and most culturally diverse) 
city lay in the charred ruins of confu- 
sion. Rising from the ashes, however, 
Los Angelans joined together to re- 
build- at least physically- the disaster 
zone areas. Tensions quelled as neigh- 
bor helped neighbor, race helped race. 
Subsequently, the LA Riots (the larg- 
est and most costly in history) dis- 
solved the veil of American indiffer- 
ence to racial discrimination, reveal- 
ing an increased need for universal 
acceptance for cultural diversity. 

THE DYNAMIC DUO 

In 1992 California made history 
by becoming the first state in the nation 
to elect two women senators- Barbara 
Boxer and Diane Feinstein. Running 
against conservative Bruce 
Herschonson, Boxer won the seat 
which had been vacated by retiring 
Democrat Alan Cranston. Feinstein 
ran against John Seymour for the seat 
vacated when Senator Wilson became 
governor. Both Democrats, Boxer and 
Feinstein combined their campaigns 
and ran on a ticket supporting 
women’s rights and other liberal 



For six years, the state of Califor- 
nia had been in a serious drought. 
Brown lawns, dirty cars, and conser- 
vation devices became commonplace 
sights. Massive forest fires blackened 
thousands of acres of brittle woodland. 
Then Mother Nature unleashed storm 
upon storm of rain and snow. 

The Sierra Nevadas were blan- 
keted with record snow levels, a bless- 
ing to the numerous ski resorts re- 
warded with increased skier atten- 
dances. However, the snow pack was 
so deep that many skiers and 
snowboarders became lost in drifts 
and avalanches.

Several water reservoirs hit 100% ca- 
pacity and were forced to open their 
spillways. Unfortunately, Lake 
Berryessa-Vacaville’s main water 
source- raised to only 52% capacity 
(up from 23%) due to little runoff-

Deep snow on frozen feet, icy 
flakes stinging his face, Jim Stolpa 
could think of only one thing : his wife 
and baby he left behind in a tiny 

cliffside cave in the remote Nevada 
wilderness. 

Jim had spent many hours pushing 
through the endless white sea of snow 
that was broken only by sagebrush and 
meandering coyote and rabbit tracks. 
Finally late Wednesday morning, Feb- 
ruary 17, 1993, Jim spotted a white 
pick up. Jim recalled, “I started 
screaming at the top of my lungs, 
jumping up and down.” David 
Peterson, the driver of the white Dodge 
Ram pickup, thought Stolpa was a cow 
wondering. Yet, as he pulled closer, he 
saw a man shuffling instead of walk- 
ing, his “feet frozen up into big balls.” 
Frantically, Jim began telling Peterson 
about his stranded wife and baby, beg- 
ging him to go find them. 

It took Peterson and other rescuers 
5 hours to spot the blue sweatshirt tied 
around a bush next to the entrance to 
the cave, where Jennifer and Clayton 
were found. 

Doctors were forced to amputate 
parts of Jim and Jennifer’s severely 
frostbitten feet. The portions were
